the sumps from overflowing. ~ 

The air for several hundred feet 
around the well is filled with a gas- 
eous vapor, that makes breathing 
difficult for those unaccustomed to 
imhaling the odor of oil. This gas . 
involves the danger of fire, and 
every precaution is being taken to 
prevent the big well from ‘burning. 
Guards have been placed at the 
county road both from Taft and 
Bakersfield, and heavy cables have 
been stretched to keep back anto- 
and cause them to go over 
the Buena Vista hills. The Standard 
is putting the hill road in good 
shape for traffic by giving it a coat- 
ing of oll.
